Was Crusnder Framed? 


Central figure in the case is Henry 


r. 
Ewald, formerly 
editor of thc 


Mobile Register and Mobile Press. 
For some time he had been exposing 
gambling, lotteries and so on, and 
had been crusading to induce city, 
county and stale officials Ho pul a 
stop to such aclivilies. 


Sometime in February, according to 


the Indictment, an atlempt was made 
lo silence him. Tho indictment says 
thai he was enticed into a house of as- 
signation and there photographed un- 
der compromising circumslances. Laler 
is il charged, Ihe pholograph was 
used lo force him lo give up his 
job and leave Ihe cily. 


All of which, says Ihe indictment, 


infringed 
on his right of freedom 


of tho 'press "in freely and lawfuly 
expressing himself through the medium 
of the press by means of writing 
and printing, or writing and causing 
to be printed." 


Named in the indictmenl are Barl 


B. Chamberlain, Jr. assislanl slale sol- 
icilor for Mobile county; Sam B. 
Powe, named as a professional gamb- 
ler; George E. McKcnzie, Miriam Mc- 
Kenzic, Peter V. Crolich and John 
Powe. 


The action was brought by U. S. 


Districl Allorney Francis H. Inge, 
who slumbled across il more or less 
by accidcnl. 
News of Iho incidenl 


had leaked oul, and Inge was in- 
formed lhat one of the parties to it 
.was a man on probation from a federal 
sentence. He investigated and found 
lhat to be untrue; but in his in- 
vcsligalion ;he learned Ihe delails of 
Ihe alleged plol lo drive Ewald oul 
of lown and Ihereby silence Ihe anli- 
gambling campaign and decided lo 
seek an indictmenl under the old 
anti-klan law. 
Delails leading to 


the indictmenl were gathered by op- 
eratives of the Federal Bureaus of 
Investigation, 


Law Mas Loophole 


This statute under which Inge act- 


ed is intensely inleresling lo Ihe 
Civil Liberties Unit of ;.the U. S, 
Department of .Justice. To a layman, 


mak§; almost 1a'H3^(sbft*<of Action ''"pos- 
sible. 
In practice*, however, it may 


be severely limited: For the right 
to; freedom of the press is>not alright 
guaranteed lo Ihe individual direct- 
ly; what tho Constitulion-says is that 
"Congress shall make no law . . . 
abridging the freedom of speech, or 
of the press . . ." 


It may be that the court will hold 


that conspiracy by individuals to de- 
prive an editor of this right is not 
a violation of this stalule. In Ihis 
case, however, a local law enforce- 
ment official—the assistant stale >sol- 
ictor for Mobile counly — is named 
as a parly lo Ihe conspiracy, 
For 


this reason it may be argued that the 
machinery of thc state was used to de- 
prive Ewald of his right, and that 
consequently the stalute in question 
does apply. 


Incidentally, if there. was such a 


conspiracy, il failed of ils object as 
far 
as the anti-gambling crusade 


was concerned. Ewald did give up 
his job, but Publisher Ralph-Chand- 
ler carried the campaign along any- 
way,

The University is a state supported 


instilulion maintained by Ihe tex- 
payers of Arkansas for the benefit of 
the young people of the state.

In addition to the usual literary and 


classical courses offered in colleges, 
it comprises as a part of its organiza- 
tion, the state college of agriculture 
and engineering, and is the only in- 
stitution in the state giving complete 
college courses ajid degrpes . in these 
important subjects. 


It also has -complete courses in law 


and business administration. The Uni- 
versity has also a college of education 
whose graduates receive diplomas en- 
titling them, to teach in the public 
schools for life. For thc young ladies 
there are complete courses in domes- 
tic science and art.

gradualion from an accredited high 
school or its equivalent is required. 
Complete information about entrance 
requirements, courses of study, ex- 
penses, etc., may be obtained by ad- 
dressing thq Registrar of the Univer- 
sity at Fayetleville.

Rule 5. Eight players may constitute 


a team and start a game instead of .the 
official ten—if the ten players arc not 
ready to start on scheduled time. 


Rule G. Any 'team not ready .to play 


15 minutes after the playing time for- 
feits- the game, the umpire to decide 
and rule upon this. 


Rule 8, All

ers nol later lhan April 24, wilh each 
player's name in his own handwriting. 
This list is to be turned in to the 
league commissioner, Bjll Brasher. 


Rule 9. Players may transfer from 


one tea mlo another, but a player can- 
not participate in a game until five 
days after his transfer is announced. 
Players on B teams may advance to A 
teams. Players may transfer only with 
written or proved consent of their 
original managers. Players may not 
transfer two weeks before the end 
of the league season.

Dcwcy Hendrix, tax assessor of 


Hcmpstead counly, announces lhat be- 
ginning Monday, April 24,, either he 
or his deputy will be in Hope again for 
approximately one week. During Ihis 
time an office will be maintained at 
both Hope and Washington in order 
that people in or around Hope who 
have not made Iheir assessYrienl for 1939 
may have another opportunity to do so 
without making a trip to Washington, 
and in order lhat the people who have 
failed to assess in and around Wash- 
ington may do so wilhout making a 
trip lo Hope. 


There has been a greal deal of mis- 


understanding on Ihe part of many 
citizens as» lo Ihe proper lime and 
place for assessing and Mr. Hendrix 
slated that less than one half of the 
property owners of Hempslead county 
have assessed their property for 1939 
taxes which will be payable in 1940.

Dangerous- Eai' Infections 


By Scarlet Feve 


' Complicated 


The most conimon ntul most impor- 


tant complication of scnrlet fever is 
infection of the ear. Such infection 
occurs in about 13 per cent of all cases 


f scarlet fever. 
Sometimes this results in permanent 


hardness of hearing. Moreover, there 
is the possibility of subsequent infec- 
tion of the mastoicl and of the brain, 
and occasionally the basis for a serious 
infection of the entire body, resulting 
in death. 


When the infected material coming 


frcArt-the ear that-has been attacked 
during scarlet fever is examined, it is 
found to contain germs of the same 
type that are associated with the pro- 
duction of^scarlet fever. 


The,cases are not all equally severe; 


some are fairly mild. This apparently 
depends to some extent on the virul- 
ence of the germ that produces the in- 
fection. It must be remembered that 
scarlet fever is sometimes so mild as 
to constitute only a brief illness, and 
in other cesses it may be malignant in 
its severity. 


An abscess in the ear 'm'ay occur at 


any time during scarlet fever, but in 
the'majority of cases it "occurs after 
the first week, most frequently be- 
tween the .fourteenth and twenty-first 
day. Incidentally, this is the period 
when other complications are likely to 
occur in scarlet fever. The other com- 
plications 'include infection of the 
kidneys, of the joints and of the heart. 


Itvis interesting to note that the 


number of patients with scarlet fever 
who develop infection in the ear con- 
stitutes 12 per cent not only in a study 
of some hundreds of thousands of cases 
in this country, but also in" Sweden, 
Italy and elsewhere in the world. 


Like other diseases, scarlel fever va- 


ries in its virulence from year to year, i 
so that when scarlet fever is mild the I 
amount of infection in the ear is mild. 
. Incidentally, the infection in the ear 
is much more likely to occur in young 
children than in older people who have 
scarlet fever. When a child with this 
infection begins to cdnVplain of a se- 
vere pain in the ear, it is desirable to 
have the physician make a study of the 
eardrum at once to determine whether 
there is pressure on the drum by a 
collection of infeced material within.

He is us much concerned 
phoul how we treat the clerks in the 
stores as he is about how the clerks 
treat us. . . God's knowledge of our 
sins is accurate and all-inclusive. 


"If any one of us should seek to say 


that wo are sinless, we would have 
only to consider, soberly 
Christ's 


words, "Thou shall love the Lord ,thy 
God . . . and (jhy neighbor as thyself," 
to realize that we have broken the 
first and greatest commandment and 
the other which is like unto it. The 
better Christian one is, the greater is 
the consciousness of sin in his life."

The typical old-timer is the wife or 


widow of a man whose official duties 
lave brought him back to Washing- 
ton for many successive terms. Or he 
may have served as the head of a 
government department under several 
idministrations. 


She is well enough established to 


disdain the tiresome ritual with which 
newcomers are initiated into official 
society, 


She is a source of comfort to new 


Congressional wives, and, remember- 
ing her own early confusion, she is 
graciously helpful. 
Sometimes 
the 


wives of freshmen Senators and Con- 
gressmen are too much awed by her 
assurance to ask her advice. 


If her husband holds an elective 


office, the old-timer as well as the 
newcomer must make concessions tu 
constituents, but she is not afraid to 
deny them her time and energy. 


If the banker or the newspaper edi-
